crease in the nuniber of tourists. The 
net pretit tor the ferries during the 
seson exceeded $100,000, according to 
Lansing figures. Attendance at all 
of tne state parks in Northeastern 
Michigan show increases ranging 
from Zo per cent to 150 per cent over 
last year. Lake and river properties 
enhanced remarkably in value during 
the year and the peak is not reached. 

rarmers, dairymen and  gardners 
in Northeastern Michigan are realiz- 
ing what this rar ee means to 
tnem. ‘ihey are findmg a splendid 
market at home, assuring long prices 
and eliminating long hauls.
